Smart ways to cure tunnel vision 


NEW smart technology designed to 
make travel easier and safer is being 
trialled in Greenwich and Woolwich 
foot tunnels. 

The foot tunnels are important links 
across the river, and well-used by 
pedestrians and cyclists alike, so the 
council is trialling ‘smart’ technology to 
manage the space more effectively for the 
benefit of all users. 

The #techtunnel trial is using smart 
technology to count the number of people 
travelling through the tunnel. When 
the tunnel is busy, it will automatically 
trigger different messages on overhead 
digital display boards - to indicate how 
busy the tunnel is. 

The tech trial is part of developments 
being considered by the council, to make 
access to, and using the Greenwich and 


Woolwich foot tunnels easier. Another 
is a live update on the council’s website 
that will enable tunnel users to check the 
automatic lifts are working normally. 

Cllr Sizwe James, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for transport, economy 
and smart cities said: “The foot tunnels 
are a well-used means of people being 
able to travel easily, and at no cost, back 
and forth across the river. We know that, 
although cycling is banned under the 
by-law, many cyclists find the tunnels 
incredibly useful to get to and from 
work. Before we can look at making any 
changes, we need to know exactly how 


many people - pedestrians and cyclists 
- are using the tunnels on a daily basis 
and how we can manage them safely. 

“So, please bear with us while we test 
this exciting new technology and our 
overhead messages, and help us - whether 
you’re a pedestrian or a cyclist - by giving 
us your feedback.” 

The campaign is being trialled in 
both foot tunnels over the summer and 
tunnel users can give their feedback

The Deptford-based AHOY Centre is 
a charity which specialises in offering 
disadvantaged young people and 
disabled people a chance to build life- 
skills through sailing and rowing. 

It’s organising three rowing challenges 
to help the centre raise valuable funds 
for their work. 

The challenges could be a good 
opportunity for company team-building 
or for groups of friends who want to get 
fitter, build camaraderie and experience 
the outdoors. 

Participants can take up the 8.5- 
mile Meridian Pull challenge and row 
through the centre of London from 
Westminster to Greenwich. There are 
dates for this event in June, August, 
September and October, with up to 15 
teams participating on each occasion. 

The second challenge is a 21-mile 
Great River Race, known as ‘London’s 
marathon on the river,’ where more 
than 300 crews participate making it

Teams could even try their hand at the 
ultimate challenge - the AHOY Channel 
Row, taking place on the open sea in 
June and July. 

The centre provides all the equipment 
and training and also has a specially 
designed dry rowing gym with 
electronically linked rowing machines. 
If you have a disability but have upper 
body movement the AHOY Centre has 
adaptive equipment to enable most 
people to participate. 

Funds raised from the rowing 
challenges will help the AHOY Centre 
to build on the range of sailing, rowing 
and water based activities it runs for 
young people every year.

CHILDREN at a Greenwich primary 
school are helping to push back the 
boundaries of space science - by 
growing rocket plants. 

Halstow Primary School is one of 
10,000 schools selected to take part in 
the Rocket Science experiment being 
run by the Royal Horticultural Society 
in partnership with the UK Space 
Agency. 

Last September 2kg of rocket seeds were 
taken to the International Space Station 



where they were kept for six months in 
microgravity, or weightlessness, being 
looked after by British astronaut Major 
Tim Peake. 

They were sent back to earth in April 
and the seeds dispersed in packs of 100 to 
different schools. 

Now Halstow pupils will be planting 
the seeds along with others that have not 
been into space, and will investigate if 
there are any differences in their growth. 
They will not know which seeds are 
which, and will record measurements 
and other observations over a period of 
seven weeks. 

Once the data has been compiled, 
the information will be analysed by 
professional statisticians and interpreted 
by scientists, who will then publish their 
findings. 

Jacquie Dearness, science co-ordinator 
at Halstow Primary, said: “We are thrilled 
to be taking part in Rocket Science. It 
will be an exciting way for our young 
scientists to contribute to a national 
experiment and share their learning 
with the whole school community. 

“Hopefully their experience with Rocket 
Science will inspire them to get involved 
with more STEM [science, technology, 



engineering and maths] subjects, 
including horticulture, plant science and 
the space industry as a whole.”

The results from the 
residents survey 

MORE than 1500 people from across the borough 
were surveyed over the phone earlier in the year. 
The majority of Greenwich residents said that 
they were happy with their local area as a place 
to live and had a higher opinion of living in the 
royal borough than in other parts of London 
and you think the council does a good job. 

More than half of residents said that they 
wanted to be kept informed of what local public 
services were doing to improve the area, and a 
further third stated that they wanted to actively 
be involved in helping to improve services. The 
council is introducing a programme of area 
meetings to help residents do this. 


Residents were asked to choose the main 
factors that make somewhere a good place to 
live, and the top responses were transport and 
connections, and schools and education.
